Pumas  in  Professor  Fred 
Berger’s  TV  Lab  work  hard  and 
look  forward  to  creating  and 
airing  their  own  shows  on  TV6 
News  all  semester.  This  semester, 
TV6  News  is  introducing  two  new 
TV  shows.  Juniors  Logan  James 
and  Brittany  Adams  teamed  up 
to  create  an  improv  game  show 
called  Puma  Showdown,  and 
sophomore  John  Irak  introduced 
Sunny-Side  Joe,  an  SJC  morning 
show.  The  students  of  TV6 
provide  a  newscast  to  their 
viewers  throughout  the  fall 
semester  while  preparing  ideas 
for  their  own  shows  to  bring  to 
life  the  second  semester.  Students 
are  encouraged  to  create  their 
own  ideas  and  bring  a  variety  of 
content  to  viewers  throughout 
campus. 

James  and  Adams  began 
their  work  as  far  back  as  the 
summer  during  their  Hollywood 
Workshop  trip  to  L.A.  with 
Fred  Berger.  Adams  told  the 
Observer,  “We  actually  got  the 
idea  in  Hollywood  and  worked 
from  there.  Eventually  we  began 
creating  graphics  and  putting 
the  show  together.”  As  the  host, 
Logan  provides  three  rounds  of 
games  to  student  participants  on 
campus.  Each  game  has  been 
inspired  by  improv  to  be  battled 
out  between  two  teams  of  two 
players  each.  The  team  that 
reaches  the  most  points  by  the 
end  of  the  show  wins  and  gets  to 
star  in  the  next  episode  against  the 
next  team. 

The  first  episode  aired 
Wednesday  February  10  at  8PM 
on  channel  6.  The  first  four 
contestants  were  teams  of  junior 
Marten  Moreno  and  sophomore 
Josh  D.  Alengo  against  senior 
Patrick  McElwain  and  junior 


Jennifer  Munson.  “I  had  a 
lot  of  fun,”  Moreno  told  the 
Observer,  “though  in  one  of  the 
games,  ‘Quick  Thinking,’  I  did 
anything  but  -  it  took  a  lot  of 
thinking.”  While  there  will  be 
plenty  of  opportunities  the  rest  of 
the  semester  for  new  teams  and 
contestants,  Adams  explains  “I 
think  our  first  show  went  really 
well,  it  was  fun  for  the  crew 
and  the  talent.  We  have  some 
technical  stuff  to  fix,  but  that  will 
take  some  time.”  In  addition  to 
Puma  Showdown,  sophomore 
John  Irak  kicked  off  his  own  show 
that  puts  a  morning  show  spin  on 
the  traditional  TV6  News. 

Sunny-side  Joe  allows  students 
to  combine  the  common  newscast 
with  a  series  of  specialty  shows 
that  the  TV6  team  is  encouraged 
to  put  together.  In  addition 
to  news  and  weather,  Moreno 
introduces  fast  facts  while 
freshman  Megan  Fernandez  has 
her  own  media  minute,  keeping 


viewers  up  to  date  on  the  latest 
news  with  celebrities.  Irak  told 
the  Observer,  “I  became  interested 
in  a  variety  show  in  high  school 
and  finally  began  planning  my 
own  show  last  semester.”  As 
the  producer  of  the  show,  Irak 
is  able  to  put  a  spin  on  a  variety 
show  and  even  brought  back  the 
concept  of  an  SJC  morning  show. 
“As  the  producer,  I  was  able  to 
create  the  show  my  own  way,  and 
by  making  it  a  morning  show, 
students  are  able  to  watch  it  in  the 
mornings  while  getting  ready  for 
class”  Irak  explained.  Pumas  can 
tune  into  TV6  on  Wednesdays, 
Thursdays,  and  Fridays  to  watch 
the  show  at  8a.m.  and  9a.m.  The 
first  show  is  scheduled  to  air  on 
February  17  th. 

Digital  media  and  journalism 
students  team  up  with  Professor 
Fred  Berger  all  year  to  bring 
TV  news  to  students  and  faculty 
across  campus.  It  provides  a 
great  opportunity  for  aspiring 


producers,  editors,  talent,  and 
crew  to  get  experience  in  the 
field  they  are  pursuing.  Berger 
explains,  “In  the  fall,  students 
work  with  a  traditional  newscast 
until  they  learn  their  craft  and  act 
out  what  they  learn.”  The  fall 
semester  allows  students  to  learn 
the  variety  of  equipment  they  will 
be  using  and  become  comfortable 
with  the  atmosphere.  “They  get 
ideas  of  what  they  want,  what 
role  they  take,  and  in  the  second 
semester  they  run  with  it”  Berger 
told  the  Observer. 

As  students  become  more 
comfortable  in  the  studio,  they 
are  able  to  create  ideas  of  their 
own  and  bring  them  to  TV6 
during  the  spring  semester,  and  as 
Berger  says,  “it  is  great  to  watch 
as  students  start  to  blossom  in 
the  studio.”  To  see  the  Pumas  in 
action,  tune  into  TV6  Wednesdays 
at  8p.m.,  and  Wednesdays, 
Thursdays,  and  Fridays  at  8a.m.

This  new  opportunity  will  oc¬ 
cur  on  the  25th  of  this  month,  and 
allows  its  participants  to  apply  for 
a  variety  of  positions  including 
full  and  part  time  jobs  and  intern¬ 


ships,  both  paid  and  for  college 
credit.  Participants  include  many 
well-known  companies  such  as 
Comcast,  Geico,  and  Walgreens, 
providing  a  wide  variety  of 
positions  open  to  all  career  paths. 
According  to  Director  of  Career 
and  Leadership  Development  Jes¬ 
sica  Chapman,  this  is  the  first  time 
the  college  has  done  this  type  of 
career  fair. 

The  Career  Develop  Profes¬ 
sionals  of  Indiana  invited  many 
schools  to  host  the  fair,  including 
Saint  Joseph’s  College.  When 
asked  what  to  expect  from  this 


event.  Chapman  responded,  “I’m 
very  excited  to  see  how  this  will 
go!”  It  is  open  to  both  students 
and  alumni  of  the  college,  which 
allows  everyone  to  be  involved. 
Students  must  register  in  advance 
in  order  to  schedule  appoint¬ 
ments  with  companies  of  interest. 
Participants  will  also  be  added  to 
a  drawing  for  a  $25  Amazon  gift 
card  upon  registration. 

“This  is  a  neat  opportunity,” 
Chapman  adds.  “It’s  free  and 
convenient.  You  don’t  have  to 
leave  your  dorm  and  brace  the 
cold  weather."  Those  who  are 


involved  are  able  to  pick  the 
time  that  they  want  to  talk  with 
the  company  of  their  choice,  and 
since  it  is  an  all-day  event,  it 
works  well  for  those  with  a  busy 
schedule.  “I’m  really  looking 
forward  to  this,”  Chapman  told 
the  Observer.  “If  we  get  enough 
volunteers,  we  will  definitely 
bring  this  back  for  future  years  to 
come.”

Over  spring  break,  a  group 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
students  will  be  traveling  out  to 
Valdosta,  Georgia  with  Habitat 
for  Humanity  where  they  will  be 
building  a  house.  On  March  4th, 

20  students  and  two  drivers  will 
make  the  drive  straight  through. 
They  will  be  working  on  a  house 
that  will  one  day  house  an  entire 
family  in  need. 

Habitat  for  Humanity  is 
an  organization  that  has  its 
roots  in  the  1940s  and  began 
catching  steam  in  the  1970s. 
According  to  habitat.org,  the 
concept  that  grew  into  Habitat 
for  Humanity  International  was 
bom  at  Koinonia  Farm,  a  small, 
interracial,  Christian  community 
outside  of  Americus,  Georgia. 
Koinonia  Farm  was  founded 
m  1 942  by  farmer  and  biblical 
scholar  Clarence  Jordan.  Habitat 
founder,  Millard  Fuller  first 
visited  Koinonia  in  1965.  They 
had  recently  left  a  successful 
business  and  an  affluent  lifestyle 
in  Montgomery,  Alabama  to  begin 
a  new  life  of  Christian  service.

Beginning  in  2004,  the  campus 
chapter  has  begun  going  on 
international  building  trips  every 
two  years.  So  far,  the  Pumas 
have  traveled  to  Tanzania,  Africa 
(2004),  Chile  (2006),  Guatemala 
(2008),  Macedonia  (2011), 
Nicaragua  (2013),  and  Romania 
(2015). 

This  trip  really  exemplifies 
Saint  Joseph’s  College’s 
values  and  beliefs  of  becoming 
hardworking  and  kind  people. 
Everyone  who  is  going  on  this 
trip  is  going  to  be  representing

At  Koinonia,  Jordan  and 
Fuller  developed  the  concept 
of  “partnership  housing.”  The 
concept  centered  on  those  in 
need  of  adequate  shelter  working 
side  by  side  with  volunteers  to 
build  simple,  decent  houses. 

The  houses  would  be  built  at  no 
profit  and  interest  would  not  be 
charged  on  the  loans.  Building 
costs  would  be  financed  by 
a  revolving  fund  called  “The 
Fund  for  Humanity.”  The  fund’s 
money  would  come  from  the  new 
homeowners’  house  payments, 
no-interest  loans  provided  by 
supporters  and  money  earned 
by  fund-raising  activities.  The 
monies  in  the  Fund  for  Humanity 
would  be  used  to  build  more 
houses. 

Saint  Joseph’s  College’s 
Habitat  for  Humanity  chapter, 
which  works  closely  with  Jasper 
County  Habitat  for  Humanity 
affiliate,  goes  on  a  Thanksgiving 
and  Spring  Break  trips  in  the 
United  States  to  locations  such 
as  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  North 
Carolina,  Georgia,  and  Texas. 


us,  the  students  and  faculty,  and 
what  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
believes  in.  Michael  Steinhour, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Sociology 
and  Habitat  for  HumanityAdviser, 
commented  “Words  cannot 
express  how  proud  I  am  of  the 
Saint  Joe  students  who  are  giving 


up  their  Spring  Break  in  order 
to  travel  hundreds  of  miles  to 
build  a  home  for  people  they’ve 
never  met.  Their  generous  act 
of  giving  up  a  Spring  Break  of 
relaxing  for  one  of  hard  work  is 
commendable.” 

Senior  Creative  Writing  major, 
Katie  Davisson  attended  the 
2015  Spring  break  trip  where  the 
Pumas  traveled  to  Morristown, 
Tennessee.  She  said  of  her 
experience:  “Habitat  is  one  of 
the  most  satisfying  trips  you’ll 
ever  take.  Not  only  do  you  make 
amazing  bonds,  but  you  get  to 
help  others  with  abilities  that 
God  blessed  you  with.  To  take 
advantage  of  that  is  one  of  the 
best  things  you  can  do  in  life.” 

Sophomore  Biology  major 
Samantha  Hoyt,  who  attended  the 
2015  Thanksgiving  trip,  says  that 
“Habitat  for  Humanity  was  an 
amazing  experience.  It  was  great 
to  be  able  to  make  a  difference  in 
people’s  lives  and  also  to  form 
new  relationships  with  the  other 
people  on  the  trip.” 

Habitat  for  Humanity’s  goals 
as  a  whole  never  change  from 
trip  to  trip.  It  is  always  to  live  in 
the  service  of  others,  to  uphold 
the  beliefs  and  values  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College,  to  engender  a 
sense  of  community  among  the 
SJC  students,  and  to  make  the 
world  a  better  place  by  placing 
the  needs  of  others  above  our  own 
wants  and  desires.

2016  Election 
Update: 

Recent  Death 
Sparks  Debate

United  States  Supreme 
Court  Justice,  Antonin  Scalia,  the 
leading  conservative  voice  on  the 
high  court,  has  died  at  the  age  of 
79.  His  death  set  off  an  immediate 
debate  about  whether  President 
Barack  Obama  should  fill  the  seat 
in  an  election  year. 

Obama  said  Saturday  night 
that  he  plans  to  nominate  a 
replacement,  but  Senate  Majority 
Leader  Mitch  McConnell  said  the 
nomination  should  wait  until  the 
next  president  comes  into  office. 
Nevada  Senator  Harry  Reid  called 
for  the  seat  to  be  filled  “right 
away.” 

Scalia’s  death  during  an 
election  year  sets  up  a  huge 
political  game  for  both  sides  of 
the  aisle.  It  also  played  a  role 
during  the  9th  GOP  debate  where 
the  candidates  sparred  over  what 
President  Obama  should  do. 

After  observing  a  moment 
of  silence  to  honor  Scalia,  the 
GOP  candidates,  who  clashed 
in  South  Carolina,  seized  on  his 
death  to  draw  battle  lines  in  the 
debate  over  his  successor.  “I  do 
not  believe  the  President  should 
appoint  someone,”  commented 
Florida  Sen.  Marco  Rubio, 
warning  that  Obama  would  “ram 
down  our  throat  a  liberal  justice.” 

On  the  Democratic  side, 
Hillary  Clinton  lined  up  with  the 
Democratic  leaders  in  Congress 
to  seize  on  an  issue  that  will  now 
be  at  the  center  of  her  campaign. 
“Barack  Obama  is  President  of 


the  United  States  until  January 
20,  2017.  That  is  a  fact,  my 
friends,  whether  the  Republicans 
like  it  or  not.  Elections  have 
consequences.  The  President  has 
a  responsibility  to  nominate  a 
new  justice  and  the  Senate  has  a 
responsibility  to  vote,"  Clinton 
said  during  a  visit  in  Denver. 

Scalia,  who  was  found 
dead  Saturday  February  13, 

2016,  was  one  of  the  most 
influential  conservative  justices 
in  history  and  forged  a  decades- 
long  legacy  that  prolonged 
Ronald  Reagan’s  conservative 
revolution,  long  after  the 
President  who  nominated  him 
left  office.  Scalia  was  also 
seen  as  a  hugely  powerful  foe 
by  liberal  groups  owing  to  his 
positions  on  issues  like  abortion 
and  the  Second  Amendment. 
These  groups  will  pile  enormous 
pressure  on  Obama  to  send  a 
liberal  justice  to  the  court  before 
he  leaves  office. 

No  matter  what  is  decided, 
this  recent  event  will  spark  more 
debate  among  the  presidential 
candidates  as  they  continue  to 
fight  for  the  party  nominations.

“A  lot  of  parents 
are  blindsided  by  some  things  that  come  up  as  a  result  of  kids  using 
cell  phones,  and  the  truth  is  they  are  the  ones  providing  that  access.” 

There  are  so  many  more  downsides  to  a  young  child  having  a 
phone  rather  than  positives.  For  young  parents,  brothers,  sisters,  make 
sure  you’re  aware  of  the  consequences  of  giving  a  young  person  a  cell 
phone.  You  might  actually  be  hurting  them  more  than  helping.

Batson’s  description 
of  the  history,  culture  and  sur¬ 
roundings  is  perhaps  the  most  en¬ 
ticing  aspect  of  the  story.  Batson 
manages  to  transport  the  reader 
to  the  realm  beyond  The  Door 
Within  and  completely  immerse 
the  reader  in  it.  He  makes  it  so 
that  the  reader  is  completely  en¬ 
ticed  with  the  world  and  doesn’t 
want  to  leave.  The  stories  of  the 
rise  of  Paragor  and  everything 
that  happens  during  it  is 
probably  the  most  impactful 
stories  in  the  story.  Over  the 
course  of  the  story,  Aidan’s 
transformation  is  one  that  is  very 
profound  and  inspiring.  He 
manages  to  go  from  a  lonely 
boy,  who  really  doesn’t  have  any 
faith  in  those  around  him,  to  a 
“man”  who  is  able  to  stand  for 
his  beliefs  and  have  faith  in  King 
of  the  realm  and  the  knights  in 
his  service.

ALLENDALE,  Mich.  -  The 
men  and  women’s  track  and  field 
teams  competed  at  The  Big  Meet 
hosted  by  Grand  Valley  State 
University.  This  was  the  last 
chance  to  improve  their  marks 
before  the  biggest  meet  of  the 
year,  the  Great  Lakes  Valley 
Conference  Championship. 

The  meet  started  on  Friday  and 
got  off  to  a  great  start  with  Phillip 
Thompson  placing  2nd  in  the 
triple  jump.  His  leap  of  48’9.25” 
was  the  farthest  jump  of  the  day 
by  a  collegiate  athlete.  Fellow 
puma  CJ  Eikum  had  a  season  best 
with  a  leap  of  45 ’2.5”  which  was 
good  enough  to  get  him  5th  on 
the  day. 

The  excitement  of  the  Friday 
meet  continued  with  the  sprinting 
events.  Sanjay  Daley  sprinted  to  a 
time  of  7.02  in  the  60-meter  dash. 
This  was  good  enough  to  get 
him  16th  in  a  very  competitive 
field.  Demar  Malcolm  ran  the 
200-meter  dash  in  a  time  of  22.32 
which  placed  in  3rd  m  his  heat. 
Malcolm  also  competed  in  the 
400 -meter  dash  and  ran  a  time  of 
49.82. 

The  distance  events  were  full 
of  thrilling  performances  for 
both  the  men  and  women’s  team. 
The  women’s  distance  running 
got  started  off  in  the  5000-meter 
run  with  Hannah  Wallace  who 
placed  10th  out  of  23  in  her  heat.
